We know the long period of peril 


through 
which 
France 
has 
gone. 


France thought us remote in compre- 
hension and sympathy, and 1 dare say 
there were times when we did not 
comprehend as you comprehended, the 
danger in the presence of which the 
world siood. 


There was no time we did nor know 


how near it was. and I fullv uuder- 
fcland. sir, that throughout these try- 
ing years, when mankind has waited 
for the catastrophe, the anxiety of 
France must have been the deepest 
find most constant of all for she did 
stand at the frontier of freedom. 


She had <-arved out her own for- 
tunes through a long period of eager 
struggle. 
F",ne had done great dungs 


in building up a great new France. 
And just i cross the border, separated 
from her only by a few fortifications 
and a little country whose neutrality, 
it has turned out, the enemy did not 
respect, lay in the shadow cast by 
the cloud which enveloped Germany, 
the cloud of intrigue, tin- cloud of dark 
purpose, the cloud of sinister design. 
This shadow lay at the very borders 
of France. 


And >et it is fine to remember here 


that for France this was :iot only a 
peril, but a challenge. France did not 
tremble. 
France quietly and in her 


own way prepared her sons for the 
struggle that was coming. She never 
took the initiative or did a single 
thing that was aggressive. 


She had prepared herself for de- 


fense, not in order to impo.se lu-r will 
upon other people. 
She had prepared 


herself that no other people might im- 
pose its will upon her. 


As I stand with you and as I mix 


with Uie delightful 
people 
of 
the 


co nn try I see this is -their thoughts, 
"America always was our friend. Now 
she. 
understands. 
Now she compre- 


hends, and now she has 
come 
to 


bring us this message; and that, un- 
derstanding she will always be ready 
to help." 


And while, as you say, sir, this dan- 
cer may prove to he a continuing 
danger, while it is true that France 
will always he nearest this threat if 
we cannot turn it from a threat into 
n promise, there many elements that 
ought to reassure France. 


There is a new awakened world. It 


is not **h«>ad of us hut around us. 
It- 


knows u.at its dearest interests are 
involved in its standing together for 
R common pu;-pose. 
It knows that 


the peril of France, If it continues, will 
he the peril of the world. It knows 
that not only France must organize 
against this peril, hnt that the world 
must organize ngnlnst it. 


So I se* in this welcome not only 
hospitality, not 
only kindness, not 


only hope, but a purpose, a definite, 
clearly-defined pnrpose, that men, un- 
derstanding one another, must now 
support one another and that all the 
no.i* (<f freedom are under a common 
oath to see that freedom never suf- 
fers Mils danger again. 


That, to ray mind, 1s the impressive 


element of hhls welcome. J know how 
much of it, sir, and I know how little 
of It to appropriate to nivself. 


J know that I hnve the very 4!s- 


tins-uislied honor to represent a na- 


tion whose heart Is In this business, 
and 1 am proud to speak for the peo- 
ple whom I represent. 
But I know 


that* you* honor me iu a representa- 
tive capacity. 1 delight in this wel- 
come, therefore, as if I had brought 
the people of the United States wuh 
me and they could see in your faces 
what 1 see in the tokens of welcome 
and affection. 
The sum of tt\e whole matter is that 
France has earned and has won the 
brotherhood of tlu1 world. 
She lias 
stood at the tjiief post of danger, and 
the 
thoughts 
of 
mankind and her 
brothers everywhere, her brothers in 
freedom, turn to her ami center upon 
her.If this be true, as I believe it to 
be, France is fortunate to have suf- 
fered. She is fortunate to have prov- 
ed her mettle as one of the cham- 
pions of liberty, and she has tied to 
herself, once and for all, all those 
who love freedom and trulv believe 
in the progress and right? of man.

French senate at a luuclieon, deliver­ 
ed an address in reply to the greeting 
extended him in the name of the sen­ 
ate by Antonin Duhost, its president. 


The luncheon was held in the Lux­ 
embourg palace, in which the senate 
holds it sessions. 


In addition to President Poincare 
were all the French cabinet members, 
the members of the senate, Paul De- 
clnmel, the president of the chamber 
of deputies, and Marshal Foch were 
guests. 


President Wilson as he arrived at 
the palace was received with great 
ceremony. 
The Republican Guard, In 
dress uniform, was drawn up in the 
court of honor. 
A fanfare of drums 
and trumpets marked his appearance. 
This was followed by the playing of 
the American national anthem. 


At the entrance Mr. Wilson was 
met by M. Duhost, and escorted to the 
Salon des Conferences, where the cov­ 
ers were laid. 


This chamber 
was 
formerly 
the 
throne room of tihe Bourbon kings. It 
is one of the most magnificent in Eu­ 
rope, with famous paintings and Gobe­ 
lin tapestry depicting French history. 


M, Duhost sat at the head of the 
table, with President AVilson at his 
right and President Poincare at lib 
left. 


Next to President Wilson sat the 
premiers 
of 
Italy, 
Roumania 
and 
Czecho-Slovakla, while next to Presi­ 
dent Poincare were the premiers of 
Greece, Serbia and China. 
Opposite 
sat M. Clemenceau and the foreign 
ministers of nations from all parts of 
the world. 


The American guests included Sec­ 
retary of State Lansing, Henry White, 
General Tasker II. Bliss, Hear Admiral 
Grayson, Brigadier General 
William 
W. Harris, Robert Woods Bliss, Amer­ 
ican charge d’affaires, and President 
Wilson’s two stenographers. 


In his speech President Wilson said : 
Mr. President of the Senate, Mr. 
President of the Republic: 


You have made me feel your wel­ 
come in words as generous as they 
are delightful and I feel that you have 
graciously called me your J'riend, May 
I not in turn call this company a com­ 
pany of my friends, for everything 
that you have so finely said, sir, has 
been corroborated in every ’instance 
of our vvit to this country. 


Everywhere we have been welcom­ 
ed not only, but welcomed in the spirit 
and with the same thought until it 
has seemed as if the spirits of the two 
countries came together In an un­ 
usual and beautiful accord. 


We know the long period of peril 
through 
which 
Franco 
has 
gone. 
France thought us remote in compre­ 
hension and sympathy, and I dare say 
there were times when we did not 
comprehend as you comprehended, the 
danger in the presence of which the 
world stood. 


There was no time we did not know 
how near it was. and I fully under­ 
stand, sir, that throughout these try­ 
ing years, when mankind has waited 
for the catastrophe, the anxiety of 
France must have been the deepest 
and most constant of all for she did 
stand at the frontier of freedom. 


She had carved out her own for­ 
tunes through a long period of eager 
Struggle. 
She had done great things 
In building up a great new France. 
And just across the border, separated 
from her only by a few fortifications 
and a little country whose neutrality, 
Ii has turned out, the enemy did -lot 
respect, lay in the shadow cast by 
the cloud which enveloped Germany, 
the cloud of intrigue, the cloud of dark 
purpose, the cloud of sinister design. 
This shadow lay at the very borders 
of France. 


And yet it is fine to remember here 
that for France this was not only a 
peril, but a challenge. France did not 
tremble. 
France quietly and in her 
own way prepared her sons for the 
struggle that was coming. 
She never 
took the Initiative or did a single 
thing that was aggressive. 


She had prepared herself for de­ 
fense, not In order to Impose her will 
upon other people. 
She had prepared 
herself that no other people might Im­ 
pose its will upon 3ier. 


As I stand witJi you and as I mix 
with the delightful 
people 
of 
the 
country I see this Is their thoughts, 
‘‘America always was our friend. Now 
she understands. 
Now she compre­ 
hends, and now 
she 
has 
come 
to 
bring us this message; and Hint, un­ 
derstanding she wJJl always be ready 
to help.” 


And while, as you say, sir, this dan­ 
ger may prove to be a continuing 
danger, while it is true that France 
will always be nearest this threat if 
we cannot turn it from a threat into 
a promise, there many elements that . 
ought to reassure France. 


There is a n«w awakened world. It 
Js not ahead of us but around us. 
It 
knows that Its drarest interests are 
imolved in its standing together fur 
h common purpose, 
it knows that 
the peril of France, If it continues, will 
be the peril of the world. 
It knows 
that not only France must organize 
against this peyil, but that the world 
must organize against it. 


So I «fc^e in this welcome not only 
hospitality, 
not 
only 
kindness, not 
oniy hope, but a purpose, a definite, 
clearly-dt'fined purpose, that men, un­ 
derstanding one another, must now 
support one another and that all the. 
sons of freedom are under & common 
oath to see that freedom never suf­ 
fer* this danger again. 


That, to my mind, is the impressive 
element of this welcome. J know how 
much of it, sir, and 1 know how little 
of It to appropriate to mvself. 


I know that I have the very 31s* 
tiiiiruisJuMl honor to represent a na­ 


tion whoso heart is in this business, 
and I am proud to speak for the peo­ 
ple whom I represent. 
But I know 
that1 you. honor me in a representa­ 
tive capacity, 
I delight in this wel­ 
come, therefore, as if I had brought 
the people of the United Stales with 
me and they could see in your faces 
what I sim? in the tokens of welcome 
and affection. 


The sum of the whole matter is that 
France has earned and has won the 
brotherhood of the world. 
She has 
stood at the chief post of danger, and 
the 
thoughts 
of 
mankind and her 
brothers everywhere, her brothers in 
freedom, turn to her and center upon 
her.If this be true, as I believe it to 
be, France is fortunate to have suf­ 
fered. 
She is fortunate to have prov­ 
ed her mettle as one of the cham­ 
pions of liberty, and she has tied to 
herself, once and for all, all those 
who love freedom and truly believe 
in the progress and rights of man.

It Is likely the peace treaty will be 
ready for signatures in March, the 
Paris newspaper I/lnformation says. 


It gives a ‘"prominent plenipoten­ 
tiary** as its source of Information. 


According to this personage the or­ 
ganization of the*conference is so efll- 
clent that the preliminary conferences 
may end In March enabling the final 
sessions to be completed before the 
month ends. 


The situation in Russia was taken 
up by the supreme 
council 
of 
the 
peace conference at Its session at* the 
foreign office. 


Joseph Noulens, the French ambas­ 
sador to Russia, addressed the coun­ 
cil. 


This announcement was made in the 
official statement regarding the pro­ 
ceedings of the plenipotentiaries. 


(According to the rules, just oflicl- 
ally issued, of the peace conference, 
most of its work will be carried on 
by the supreme council, or council of 
the five powers, who are defined In 
the rules as having “general interest” 
In the world’s peace. 
These are the 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan. 
The other powers 
are to be called in only when the 
special interests are Involved. 
Ses­ 
sions of the full conference will be 
only occasional. 
The conference was 
organized at its full session Saturday 
afternoon. 
On motion of President 
Wilson, M, .Clemenceau was elected 
permanent chalwnan of the body.) 


1'he council as It met comprised ten 
members—two from each of the five 
great powers—President Wilson and 
Secretary of State Lansing represent­ 
ed the United States. 
The throe ad­ 
ditional members from each power did 
not attend, as full meetings of the 
membership of twenty-five are to be 
assembled only when subjects of es­ 
pecial importance are under consider­ 
ation. 


There are about twenty-five days 
remaining of the time thn* President 
Wilson has allotted to himself for 
work in France before leaving for 
home. 


The question Is whether in this com­ 
paratively short time, he can bring 
the nations together In an agreement. 
Many of the president’s closest ad­ 
visers are reasonably convinced he 
can do« so. 


They base their opinion on what ap­ 
pears to be spontaneous developments 
on expressions indicating adherence 
to the league plaij by Great Britain, 
France and Italy and on the assump­ 
tion that, being virtually agreed upon 
In principle, and Indeed as to some 
details, the remainder of they work, 
while presenting 
some 
perplexities, 
does not olTer hopeless obstacles if 
approached In a spirit of accommo­ 
dation and even sacrifice. 


The general plan being most talked 
about embodies an enlargement of the 
principles contained In the treaties 
negotiated by William Jennings Bry­ 
an. 


It Is understood the plan most ap­ 
proved by all the parties concerned 
rejects the theory of the super-sov­ 
ereignty of an international police 
force. 


It also contemplates 
the 
working 
out, as the development of the league 
progresses, of the most delicate ques­ 
tion of all—disarmament—which par­ 
ticularly affects the British navy. The 
same principle It Ws proposed, shall 
upply to the other nations associated 
In the war against Germany, 


This idea is founded on the argu­ 
ment that no nation would dispose of 
Instruments by which It expects to de­ 
fend itself until it has been demon­ 
strated that the forces proposed as 
a substitute will be efficient.

Topography of Our Country 


Responsible for Tornadoes, 


Explanation of Scientists. 


Why do some portions ot the United 


States suffer from tornadoes, or cy- 
c'ones, as they are generally but erro- 
neously called, while others do not? 
The question Is answered, notes a 
writer 
in People's Home Journal, 


by scientists of the United States 
weuthev bureau, who point to the topog- 
raphy of our country in explanation. 
Tornadoes occur in the Mississippi 
valley, anywhere from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Canadian line. No por- 
tion of this area is more apt to suffer 
than another, the experts assert. This 
valley opens to the warm waters o£ 
the gulf on the south and is closed in 
on the west by the high wall of the- 
Rc^ky mountains. 
Warm, moisture- 


laden winds from the golf move north- 
ward in the spring and early summer 
and encounter the cold north and 
northwest winds that sweep down the- 
east wall of the Rockies. 
When the 


opposing currents meet there is some- 
times formed one of those rapidly re* 
volving, funnel-shaped clouds so de* 
structlve of life and property. 


Tornadoes travel southwest to north* 


east, and, in addition to their terrific 
whirling movement, which is too great 
to be measured, have a forward ve- 
locity of from 50 to 60 miles an hour* 
Their path may be from a few hundred 
yards to a mile in width. 


The word "tornado," at first spelled 


"ternado," probably was derived from 
the Spanish tronada, which mean* 
thunderstorms. 
"Tornado" may have 


grown out of an attempt to combine 
this word with the Spanish word tor- 
nar, meaning to "turn," thus making it 
descriptive of a storm that turned or 
twisted.

HINTS FOR 


POULTRY GROWERS 


The first step to eradicate the pests 


which live m cracks and crevices in 
poultry houses is to thoroughly clean 
the house, writes P. F. Schowengerdt 
of the Colorado Agricultural college. 
All litter, nest material and droppings 
should be removed. Then spray or 
paint thoroughly the entire surface of 
the hous,e and literally flood all cracks 
and inside of nests with a 5 per cent 
soluUon of cresol. 
Use 
plenty of 


.pray and do the work thoroughly. 


Finally it should be remembered that 


-me application of either of these treat- 
ments is not sufficient. 
Where there 


are lice and mites there are also eggs 
or "nits" of these same pests. A sec- 
ond treatment should be given about 
one week after the first. By this time 
the "nits" will be hatched and the 
treatment will affect them while it did 
not kill the "nits" at the first applica- 
tion. 


These suggestions followed out -will 


relieve the hen of the greater number 
of parasites and will enable licr to 
make the best possible use of her feed 
and time. It is not profitable to feed 
a hen when lice or mites are sapping 
all the nourishment and vitality from 
her body. 


Farmers Borrow Large Sum 


From Government Farm Loan 


Banks Since Organization 


Farmers have borrowed $139,378,000 


from the twelve federal farm loan 
banks since their organization in 
March, 1917. In reporting this the 
farm loan board announced that capi- 
tal stock of the banks, originally sub- 
scribed mainly by the government, has 
increased from $9,000,000 to $15,975,- 
000 through additional subscriptions 
by farm loan associations, and that 
bonds amounting to $140,122,000 havj 
been issued. 


The-farmers are making their pay- 


ments promptly. 
The report shows 


only $80,000 in loans was overdue, and 
delinquencies occurred almost entirely 
in sections where there had been crop 
failures. 


Three banks, Wichita, Spokane and 


Houston, have an actual surplus, and 
the Spokane and St. Paul b<mks will 
begin shortly to repay the government 
for the stock originally subscribed. 


Restaurants in Other Lands 


Serve Meals at Low Prices; 


Show Good Weekly Profits 


American fried-egg financiers and pie 


plutocrats should take warning from 
abroad, suggests Thrift Magazine. The 
national restaurant of London, which 
was established to expose the profi« 
teers, shows a profit of $350 a week, 
or about 70 per cent on the investment. 
Lunches and suppers are sold for 25 
cents and tea and breakfast for 15 
cents. There is a profit of about twft 
cents on each mi.il. The co-operative 
restaurant idea also has taken root IE 
Paris, where ten publicly controlled 
restaurants, each seating 1,000 per- 
sons, are selling good meals for about 
30 cents each. 


In the average American restaurant 


today a man has to play a mean trick 
on his appetite if he expects to have 
much left out of a dollar after main- 
taining contact with a full meal. 


Statistics show that there are 9,000,-' 


000 persons who subsist in American 
restaurants from day to day. Among 
this vast army of bacon-and-egg ex- 
perts there are many, no doubt, whc 
would be glad to see the daily menu 
card speak in more conciliatory ao 
cents on the subject of hash and othei 
luxuries.

Damascus, Oldest City, Known 


as "The Pearl of the East" 


Called by orientals "the Pearl of 


the East," Damascus is the oldest city 
in the world which is inhabited. It is 
mentioned repeatedly in the Old Tes- 
tament, and documentary evidence 
shows that the ancient city dates back 
to 1400 B, C. Travelers refer to it as 
"dear, dirty Damascus," for its odors 
are many and strong, and its street 
cleaners have long ceased to work. 
One of the city's main features is "the 
street which is called Straight," which 
runs from east to west. Damascus has 
been the scene of many conflicts since 
David sent an expedition against it 
and took it with a slaughter of 22,000 
men.

tion. When it is evident they have 
recovered they are sent to camps near 
their homes to be mustered out. 


Tae rapidity with which cases are 


being cleared through Plattsburg con- 
vinces Colonel Bailey that there will 
be few permanently disabled by the 
disease. This 5s in marked contrast 
to the situation in England where 
there are 20,000 shell shock victims on 
the pension rolls. 


Colonel Bailey revealed that, con-

MAKING SUCCESS. 
IN HOME GARDEN 


Much Depends Upon Interest of 
Gardener Being Maintained 
Throughout Season. 


WAGE FIGHT AGAINST PESTS 


Man 
Must 
Make Continuous 
Fight 
From Start, Never Shirking Duty 
and Keeping Everlastingly on 
^ 
Job—Easy to Kill Weeds. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The ultimate success of a home gar­ 
den depends largely upon the inter­ 
est of the gardener being maintained 
throughout the season. Many persons 
have gotten the idea that when the 
garden is planted and cultivated two 
or three times their work has ended, 
and as a result the garden soon goes 
to weeds or is destroyed by insects and 
diseases. The successful gardener, de­ 
clare the specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
the one who wages a continuous light 
against the enemies of the garden 
from the very start, never shirking his 
duty and being everlastingly on the 
job. 


A crop of weeds can be destroyed in 
u few moments by means of a steel 
rake or a hoe, if it is used when the 
weeds are just coming through the 
ground. 
If allowed to remain, the 
weeds become firmly rooted and a 
thorough renovation of the garden is 
necessary to rid it of them. 


Seem Innocent, but They're Not. 
A few old-fashioned hardshell potato 
bugs may not appear to do any great 
harm, but the crop of soft-shelled bee­ 
tles they produce will eat the leaves 
from the potato vines almost before 
you know they are present. A few 
spores of some mildew or other dis­ 
ease may not do any great amount of 
damage, but if the weather is favor­ 
able for the spread of the disease, it 
will soon cause the loss of the entire 
crop. 


The old adage of “A stitch in time 
saves nine” applies with double force 
to the care of the garden. Keep upv 
interest in the garden and make suc­ 
cessive plantings of various crops, so 
that a continuous supply of vegetables 
may be provided for the table. There 
is nothing gained by having the land 
lie idle, and it is easier to keep it clean 
if there is a paying crop upon it. 


“Seedy” Gardens Show Neglect. 


Too often gardens with a “seedy” 
appearance are seen in the middle of 
the summer. The brush on which the 
peas were grown or the wire trellis on 
which they were trained is left with 
the remains of the crop upon it, and 
general unsightliness rules the entire 
plot. It is a little more trouble to keep 
things neat and attractive, but it pays 
in the long run; and if you as a gar­ 
dener want to maintain a reputation

(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


To hold the cost of potato production 
at a reasonable figure, department of 
agriculture 
otlicials 
advocate 
that 
greater attention be given by growers, 
especially in the northern states, to 
the production of their seed stock. 
They believe that every grower would 
derive benefits from giving special at­ 
tention to the removal of all plants ant 
true to variety, as well as all dis­ 
eased, weak, or abnormal plants from 
a sultlcient number of rows in his field 
to provide an ample supply from the 
remaining plants to plant the acreage 
desired the following year. 


For example: 
If the custom is to 
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Digging Potatoes on Colorado Ranch. 


plant 20 acres to potatoes, it would be 
necessary, to obtain an ample seed 
stock, to weed undesirable plants from 
at least two acres. Time required for 
this work would be comparatively lit­ 
tle. 


If a large percentage of off-type or 
diseased plants are found to exist in a 
field, tubers from it should not be re­ 
tained for seed purposes unless a bet­ 
ter source of seed supply is not avail­ 
able. 
In that case most careful and 
painstaking roguing to eliminate, so 
far as practicable, all mixtures and 
all diseased plants should be con­ 
ducted. 
It will take a larger acreage 
to supply the necessary seed than will 
be the case where the stock is relative­ 
ly pure and disease-free. 


All progressive growers will favor 
the home-seed plot plan, which they 
say is a “simple and comparatively in­ 
expensive method of improving the 
quality of the seed stock,” and will 
materially assist in increasing the acre 
yield of the crop, thereby lessening 
production cost. 


KEEPING HARNESS IN REPAIR 


Tools and Facilities Are Comparatively 
Inexpensive and Simple—Special 
Devices Needed. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The tools and facilities required for 
keeping harness in repair are compara­ 
tively simple and inexpensive.

siderable portion of the repair work on 
harness can be performed by the aid of

Keep the Garden Growing Through 


the Summer. 


for a good garden, the necessary atten­ 
tion will have to be given to its neat­ 
ness and general appearance. 


In sections where the weather be­ 
comes extremely hot in summer and 
it is not possible to keep garden crops 
growing, the land should be cleaned, 
replowed and kept stirred from time to 
time until conditions ufre suitable for 
the planting of fall vegetables. Under 
ordinary conditions it is best to have 
some crop growing on the soil, and if 
tho period between the early spring 
vegetables and the fall vegetables is 
sufficient, a crop of cowpeas should 
be grown upon the garden land. This 
will shade the soil and prevent the 
sun burning the organic matter out of 
it, and at the same time will actually 
add fertility to the soil. 


PARTIAL SHADE FOR BERRIES 


This Sometimes Can Be Provided by 
Planting Between Fruit Trees 
in Orchard, 


Currants and gooseberries commonly 
wo better, especially 
i the southern 
lln\its of their range, if grown where 
there is partial shade. This sometimes 
can be provided by planting them be­ 
tween fruit trees. 
Raspberries and 
blackberries are sometimes planted be­ 
tween trees; but the practice is not 
advisable unless the soil is nutural/v 
moist and fertile* 


Lime injures none of our common 
crops, but it appears to do no good 
directly to corn, millet, rye, carrots, 
buckwhcat or potatoes. 
But lime in> 
proves timothy, oats, wheat, barley, 
peas, cabbage, onions, beets, cucum­ 
bers, clovers and alfalfa.

Experimental shipments by the bu- 


reau of markets, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, indicate that well- 
made butter, thoroughly chilled before 
shipping and packed in suitable con- 
tainers, may be marketed satisfactorily 
by parcel post •uhen extreme high tem- 
peratures are not encountered. 


Although many of the experimental 


shipments were made during the heat 
of summer, only 14 of the 454 ship- 
ments, or 3.1 per cent, were received 
m an unsatisfactory condition. These 
results are attributed to care in prop- 
erly packing the butter in suitable ship- 
ping containers, and to the pre-coohng 
or thorough hardening of butter at the 
creameries before shipment. The dis- 
tances traveled by Hie butter ranged 
from 187 to 53G miles and the hours 
in transit from 18 to 60. Shipments 
weie made in all months of the year. 


Condition of Butter Important. 


As parcel post shipmentb of butter 


are likclj (.-specially dunnsi the sum- 
mer to be subjected to conditions which 
may cause deterioration and imure the 
oiua^ty of tho batter, it is highlv de- 
1 uable that every possible precaution 
be taken before shinmont. Particular- 
ly is this true of f aim-made butter, be- 
cnasp conditions affecting its quality 
and condition usually cannot be con- 
trolled as easily on farms as in cream- 
eries. 
However, farm-made butter 


should be marketed just as satisfac- 
torily as creamery-made butter when 
it is properly made and properly pre- 
pared for shipment. 


It is necessary to maintain proner 


conditions in the care of the milk and 
cream and the making of butter if a 
marketable product is to be produced. 
Too much irapoitance cannot be given 
to the maintaining of clean condi- 
tions m the stable and in other places 
where the milk, cream, or butter are 
produced or kept, for they absorb odors 
and spoil very quickly. It is important, 
too, 
that these products be kept in a 


cool place. High temperatures should 
always be avoided, as heated cream or 
butter produces a soft, oily condition 
in the finished product which is unde- 
sirable. 
In manufacturing butter on 


the farm or in a factory the buttermilk 
mist be removed and washed out, and 
the proper amount of salt must be in- 
corporated evenly. 
For tho satisfac- 


tion of customers it is important that a 
good and uniform quality of butter be 
producer!. 


Preparation for Parcel Post. 


The methods used in preparing but- 


ter for parcel post shipping depend 
largely upon the local conditions and 
the st.vle of package used. To insure 
delivery in the best possible condition, 
butter, after being packed or printed 
and plat od in cartons, should bo chilled 
or hardened thoroughly before it is 
shipped. 


One of the most satisfactory ways of 


preparing hmtor for shipment is in the 
form of iegu!nr one-pound prints. The 
standard print measures 2%x21/£x4% 
Indies. A hand butter printer or mold 
should bo wed in forming the prints. 


Each pound print should be neatly 


w rapped in regular butter parchment 
or paper. A second thickness of sucb 
paper has been found to add materially 
to the carrying possibility of the but- 


ter. 
Waxed paper may be used for the 


second wrapping. As a further protec- 
tion to the print, it should be placed 
in heavy manila paraffined cartons, 
which may be obtained from folding 
paper box companies for about one- 
half cent each when unprinted or at a 
slightly additional cost when printed as 
a stock carton or with a special private 
brand. 


Shipping Containers for Butter. 
Corrugated fiber board shipping con- 


tainers of various sizes may be obtain- 
ed for shipping butter. 


Theoe boxes or containers practically 


insulate the butter and furnish much 
protection against heat. Further pro- 
tection may be obtained by wrapping 
the container in stout wrapping paper. 
The -nhole should be tied securely with 
a strong cord. 


Some persons ship butter by parcel 


post in improvised or "home-made" con- 
tainers. Clean, discarded, corrugated 
paper-board cartons are obtained from 
the grocer or other merchant at small 
cost or frequently without cost. It is 
possible to cut a piece of paper board 
m such shape and size that when it is 
folded it will form a satisfactory car- 
ton. 


The subj'ect is discussed in detail 


in Fanners' Bulletin 930, "Marketing 
Butter and Cheese by Parcel Post," 
available for free distribution by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, and suggestions regarding parcel 
post business methods are contained in 
the department's free bulletin No. 922, 
"Parcel Post Business Methods."

Successful parcel post market- 


ing of butler requires that ex- 
trome care be taken to insure 
tbo delivery of a satisfactory 
product to the customers. The 
lollow ing are a few of the im- 
portant considerations in mar- 
kcting butter successfully by 
parcel post: 


1. A uniformly high-quality 


product should be produced. 


2. It should be properly packed 


in neat and attractive packages. 


3. The shipping container used 


should amply protect the butter 
from deterioration and damage. 


4. The packages should bear 


the address of the sender and be 
properly addressed to the cus- 
tomer. 


5. The most expeditious mail

Keeping Milk Cool. 


In parts of the country where 


natural ice is plentiful, the dairy fann- 
er should: 


1. See that his icehouse is properly 


constructed to hold all the ice needed, 
as well as to save the greatest per- 
centage of that stored. 


2. Build cooling tanks, properly situ- 


ated, irstilatod and covered so that 
loss by radiation is reduced, and large 
enough to hold the full milk cans but 
not so large as to give too great a 
•solume of water to cool. 


3. Use rool, running water In order 


to save ice by reducing the tempera- 
ture of the milk to apprpximately that 
of the running water before adding the 
ice. 


In an educational milk campaign, 


carried on in the New England states 
during the summer of 1916, the dairy 
division of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture found more than 
300 dairies where, by a little more at- 
tention to details with equipment al- 
i eady possessed, the average dairyman 
(ould deliver milk to the railroad eta- 
tion at an average temperature of 54 
degree1' F., a reduction from 63 degrees 
F., and with an enormous decrease in 
bacteria.

ARIS.—Here in Paris Red 
Cross leaders of the world 
have taken the first steps 
In planning a peace-time 
program of Red Cross ac­ 
tivities that will benefit 
humanity everywhere. 


It’s an American idea, 
this co-ordination of the 
common campaign against human suf­ 
fering In all lands, even though such 
leaders as Henry P. Davison, never give 
out a hint that the plan originated 
In the United States. The French and 
other allied experts who are helping 
fcive the Americans fullest credit for 
their foresight in launching the move­ 
ment for a league of Red Cross so­ 
cieties 


For the plan is launched. The in­ 
ternational organization was begun at 
a series of conferences held in the 
Hotel 
Regina—headquarters of the 
American Red Cross in France, with 
delegates of the French, English, Ital­ 
ian and Japanese Red Cross societies 
co-operating with the Americans on the 
} 
grand strategy of the campaign, which 
in its conceptions and aims is the 
Igreatest force that has yet been sug­ 
gested for the alleviation of miseries 
that are the burden of the human race. 


The outstanding enemies of human 
happiness everywhere, the Red Cross 
experts have come to believe, are first 
of all the more malignant diseases: 
Tuberculosis, malaria, typhus or spot­ 
ted fever, to say nothing of influenza 
and venereal diseases. 


If these maladies are to be fought 
successfully, it means that contribu­ 
tory causes such as poor housing con­ 
ditions, unsanitary cities, neglect of 
child 
welfare movements, 
and 
in­ 
efficient public health organizations 
must be corrected and eradicated. 


Consequently, when the first big 
gathering of world famous experts was 
held at Cannes, France, recently to for­ 
mulate a program for the league of 
Red Cross societies, these fundamental 
subjects were given a most thorough 
consideration and the opinions of the 
experts were co-ordinated on the main 
features of the forthcoming crusade. 


Some of the best scientific talent in 
the world was brought together for the 
Cannes conference. 
Out of the series 
of meetings some concrete plans de­ 
veloped that will form the foundation 
for the future work of the Red Cross 
societies of the world. 
, One of the main thoughts expressed 
by Mr. Davison, and approved by oth­ 
er promoters of the plan, was the idea 
that no Red Cross society will in any 
measure lose its identity in support­ 
ing and co-ordinating its efforts with 
the league of Red Cross societies. Nor 
will the national Red Cross organiza­ 
tions seek to usurp the functions of the 
various agencies already In existence 
working for the prevention of disease 
and for the betterment of humanity. 
Rather will the organizations, like the 
American Red Cross for example, en­ 
courage and co-operate with institu­ 
tions like the United States public 
health service, the Rockefeller founda­ 
tion, and other similar organizations, 
!n the general fight against disease. 


One of the important decisions of 
the Cannes conference was an agree­ 
ment on the campaign plans for curb­ 
ing the ravages of tuberculosis, which 
has become more prevalent in Europe 
since the war on account of the low 
nutrition value of the diet of the peo­ 
ple, and because of th< general fuel 
shortage and the shoddy clothing that 
came Into use as a result of the short­ 
age In raw materials due to restricted 
Importations of wool and cotton. While 
the Bupropean populations generally 
suffered from the cold of winter in flre- 
less houses, their clothes were Jess 
warm, and their diet was less heating 
than in the pre-war days. These con- 


ditlons, even in the countries like 
France and England, were serious. 
And in the 
neutral 
countries 
like 
Holland 
and Denmark, 
where 
the 
blockade was tightly maintained con­ 
ditions became very difficult. 
In the 
countries like Serbia, Poland and Uou- 
mania the general destitution became 
pitiable. 


First of all, the campaign plans 
against tuberculosis contemplate the 
erection of dispensaries on an adequate 
scale furnished with laboratories and 
appropriate equipment and affording 
provision for early diagnosis by expert 
physicians. Especially trained nurses 
are to be attached to the dispensaries 
charged with the assignment of visiting 
the homes of tuberculosis sufferers, 
where the necessary care, treatment, 
instruction and advice can be given 
to men, women and children so far 
gone with the scourge that they are 
unable to visit the dispensary. 


The second clause of the concise 
campaign plans against tuberculosis 
recônunends a system of regular in­ 
spections in the schools, where chil­ 
dren In the early stages of consumption 
can be found, thereby making possible 
the removal of the afflicted boys and 


Impure milk may be the means of 
transmitting 
tuberculosis 
germs. 
Therefore 
the 
Red 
Cross 
crusade 
against consumption includes a recom­ 
mendation for the Institution of appro­ 
priate measures for preventing the 
buying and selling of dirty milk. 


Naturally the open-air school for tu­ 
bercular children is commended and 
emphasis is put on the need of extend­ 
ing the open-air plan wherever possible 
for 
barracks, 
asylums, 
orphanages, 
workhouses, and prisons. 


Thousands of men, women and chil­ 
dren, only slightly affected with con­ 
sumption, are better citizens If they 
can work at jobs that do not act as 
a barrier to recovery. 
These jobs, 
however, do not exist in sufficient num­ 
bers to fill the needs of a world that 
is filled with an increasing number of 
tubercular people. 
Therefore It will 
become a spec* al task of the Red Cross 
people to encourage individuals and 
organizations to greater efforts in solv­ 
ing this important problem—the crea­ 
tion of industries particularly adapted 
to the employment of consumptives.

Report Shows Births in 22 States 
Exceed Deaths by 74.4 
Per Cent. 


BIRTH RATE 24.6 PER 1,000 


’heports From Registration Area Show 
Birth of 14,394 Pairs of Twins 
and 155 Sets of Triplets 
in 1917. 


Washington.—In the blrth-registra- 
tion arpa of the United States 1,353,- 
792 infants were born alive in 1917, 
representing a birth rate of 24.6 per 
1,000 population. 


The total, number of deaths in the 
same area was 77G,222, or 14.1 per 
1,000. The births exceeded the deaths 
by 74.4 per cent. For every state in 
the registration area, for practically 
all the cities and for nearly all the 
cotmties, 
the 
births 
exceeded 
the 
deaths, in most cases by considerable 
proportions. 
The mortality rate for 
infants under one year of age aver­ 
aged 93.8 per 1,000 living births. 


The foregoing are among the fqcts 
brought out by the census bureau’s 
annual compilation of birth statistics. 


The birth-registration area, estab­ 
lished in 1915, has grown rapidly. It 
comprised in 1917 the six New Eng­ 
land states, Indiana, Kansas, Ken­ 
tucky, Maryland, Michigan Washing­ 
ton, Wisconsin and the District of Co­ 
lumbia, and had an estimated popula­ 
tion of 55,000,000, or about 53 per cent 
of the estimated total population of 
the United States in that year. 


The birth rate for the entire birth- 
registration area fell below that for 
1916 by two-tenths of one per 1,000 
population; but the death rate was 
less by six-tenths of one per thousand 
than in 1916. Thus the excess of the 
birth rate over the death rate for 1917, 
which amounted to 10.5 per 1,000, was 
somewhat greater than the correspond­ 
ing excess for 1916, 10.1 per 1,000, 


although it fell slightly below that for 
1915, 10.9 per 1,000. 


Of the total number of births report­ 
ed 1,280,288, or 24.5 per 1,000, were of 
white infants, and 73,504, or 25.S per 
1,000, were of negro infants. 
The 
death rates for the two elements of 
the population were 13.7 and 22.5 per 
1,000 respectively. 


The infant mortality rate—that is, 
the number of deaths of infants under 
one year of age per 1,000 born alive— 
throughout the birth-registration area 
as a whole was 93.8 in 1917, as against 
101 in 1916 and 100 in 1915. 
This is 
equivalent to saying that in 1915 and 
1916 of every ten infants born alive 
one died before reaching the age of 
one year, whereas in 1917 the corre­ 
sponding ratio was a trifle more than 
one in eleven. Among the twenty states 
these rates ranged from 67.4 for Min­ 
nesota to 119.9 for Maryland; and for 
the white population separately the 
lowest and the highest rates were G6.3 
for Washington and 109.5 for New 
Hampshire. 


The infant mortality 
rates vary 
greatly for the two sexes and for the 
various nationalities. 
The rate for 
male infants in 1917, 103.7 per 1,000 
living births, was nearly 35 per cent 
greater than that for female infants, 
which was only S3.3. When the com­ 
parison is made on the basis of race 
or nationality of mother a minimum of 
60.2 per 1,000 births is shown for in­ 
fants with mothers born in Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden, and a maximum 
of 172.6 for infants with mothers born 
In Poland, while for negro children the 
rate was 148.6. 


The reports from the registration 
area show the birth of 14,394 pairs of 
twins and 155 sets of triplets in 1917— 
in all, 29,253 infants, or a little more 
than 2 per cent of the total number 
born.

Memorial to Work of Women 
Physicians in France. 


Childrens Hospital at Blofs and Dis­ 
pensary to Be Maintained 
Permanently, 


Paris.—A children’s hospital and 
dispensary at Blois, France, which was 
established during the war by the 
American Women’s hospitals, will be 
maintained as a permanent memorial 
of the work of American women doc­ 
tors as a result of a gift of $25,000 to 
the French trustees of the institution. 
The money comes out of the 1918 cam­ 
paign fund .of the American Women’s 
hospitals, according to an announce­ 
ment made by Dr. Mary M. Crawford, 
chairman of the committee which is 
now •raising $250,000 throughout the 
country to carry on the women physi­ 
cians* work In France and the near 
east, 


The hospital at Blois is under the 
direction of Dr. Annie Veecli of Louis­ 
ville, Ivy., according to a letter re­ 
ceived at the headquarters of the 
Aragrican Women’s hospitals, 637 Mad­ 
ison avenue, from Dr. M. Louise Hur- 
rell, head physician of unit 1. 


Many of the patients at the Blois 
dispensary are refugee orphans. 
The 
authorities of the town of Blois, which 
is the capital of the Loire-et-Chair re­ 
gion, and which saw much suffering 
during the four years of war, have ar­ 
ranged, according to Doctor Hurrell, 
to erect a bronze tablet commemorat­ 
in g the work of the American doctors.

WILL TEACH TRADES TO MEN 


Government Establishes Techni- 
cai School in Georgia. 


Thorough 
Mechanical 


Made 
Available 
to

Atlanta, Ga.—Out at Camp Jesup, 
where the clatter and roar of machin­ 
ery and the clank of metal in the gov­ 
ernment’s big shops greets the ear of 
the visitor, a new technical training 
school has been established, and is 
open* to the young men of the South­ 
east. 


This new school Is the training 
school of the Mbtor Transport corps, 
and is a part of the American univer­ 
sity which is maintained overseas for 
the benefit of the men of the A. E. F, 
It is now announced that the training 
school will become a permanent part 
of Camp Jesup, the great repair shop, 
which has been established on a per­ 


manent basis and is located just three 
miles out of Atlanta, 


The new school is now receiving stu­ 
dents and soon will be a flourishing 
institution. 
The physical equipment, 
including all necessary machinery, has 
been installed and the teaching staff 
has been selected. 
Camp Jesup will 
be one of four points at which men 
will be trained for the Motor Trans­ 
port corps, and for future work along 
mechanical Unes. 


The course of training calls for a 
preliminary period of six weeks of 
military instruction by the military au­ 
thorities of the camp. 
This will de­ 
velop proficiency 
in 
understanding, 
obeying and transmitting orders. Fol­ 
lowing this eight base trades will be 
taught. Sixteen weeks will be devoted 
to each course of study. No class will 
contain more than thirty students, and 
there will be a laboratory assistant for 
each six men. 


The school will be open the entire 


| year and courses of instruction will 
commence three times each year. 
It 
will be open to men who have had 
no technical training as well as to 
those who are far advanced but desire 
the further training available at this 
school. 


The completeness of the training of- 
fered is evidenced by the tities for 
which the students will qualify. Some 
of these are self-explanatory; Motor 
vehicle inspectors, motor assemblers, 
axle, transmission and chassis assem­ 
blers and inspectors; machinists, (a) 
bench work, (b) operators of lathes, 
milling machines, crankshaft grinders, 
cylinder 
grinders; 
(c) 
toolmakers. 
The course in ignition will train men 
to supervise, install and repair all 
types of magnetic and ignition sys-. 
tews.

garden every day of the winter months 
throughout the. greater part o£ the 
Southern states. 
Perhaps it may be 


nothing more than turnip greens or a 
dish of boiled kale, but it serves the 
purpose of giving the family much 
needed green food and puts iron into 
the blood. 
There is perhaps no vege- 


table more delicate or appetizing than 
the universally grown collards of the 
Southern gardens. 
Fall-planted spin- 


ach may be cut at any time during 
the winter, even when the ground may 
be slightly frozen, and it may be nec- 
essary ' to plunge the freshly cut 
spinach into cold water to remove the 
frost. 


Certain of the more hardy varieties 


of lettuce, like Big Boston, can be 
grown during the winter with slight 
protection by means of straw or boards 
set at an angle on the north side of 
the row. Onion sets will give an 
abundance of early green onions for 
table use. There are quite a number 
of crops that will make a slow growth 
during the winter and furnish a con- 
stant supply of green food for the ta 
ble.

profitable woodland and pasture trees. 
t is rapidly becoming scarce on ac- 
'ount of the important part it has play- 
•d in t^e war, and the strong demand 
or the" wood for cabinet material, cas- 
?ets, musical instruments, furniture, 
tc. 
The nuts for planting should be se- 


ected, so far as possible, from vig- 
rous trees producing good-sized nuts 
n abundance. If squirrels and hogs 
ire not troublesome, the nuts may be 
planted this fall, putting two nuts in 
i hole and covering with about 2 
nches of soil well firmed. In many 
places the safest method is probably 
o keep the nuts over winter and plant 
them in the spring. For this purpose 
a pit, dug 8 to 12 inches deep in a 
well-drained, cool location, is a desira- 
ble storage place. A layer of nuts, two 
nuts deep, is covered with an inch of 
sand, and so on until all the nuts 
are stored, after which soil should be 
mounded over the pit to shed excess 
moisture. Nuts mixed with sand will 
keep quite satisfactorily in a cool cel- 
ar. 
A bushel of walnuts contains 


from 1,100 to 1,400. depending upon the 
size of the nuts, or enough to plant an 
acre using two nuts in each hole, spac- 
ing the Latter 8 feet apart each way.

According to this personage tho or- 
ganization of the^conference is so efll- 
clent that the preliminary conferences 
may end In March enabling the 
final 
sessions to be completed before the 
month ends. 


Tho situation In Russia was talion 
up by the supreme 
council 
of

peace conference at its session at* the 
foreign oflloe. 


Joseph Noulons, tlie French ambas- 
sador to Russia, addressed the coun- 
cil. 


This announcement was made in the 
ofilcial statement regarding the pro- 
ceiHlings of the plenipotentiaries. 


(According to tho rules, just ofllcl- 
ally issued, of the peace conJ'erence, 
most of Its work will be carried on 
l)y the supreme council, or council of 
the five powers, who are defined in 
tho rules as having '^general Interest" 
in the world's peace. 
These are tho 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and .lapan. 
The other powers 
are to be called in only when 
the 
special 
interests are Involved. 
Ses- 
sions of the full conference will be 
only occasional. 
The conference wii3^ 
organized at its full session Saturday 
afternoon. 
On motion of 
President 
Wilson, M. .Clemenceau was 
elected 
pennnnent ciminnan of the body.) 


I^he council as it met comprised ten 
members—two from each of the five 
great powers—President Wilson 
and 
Secretary of State Lansing represent- 
ed the United States. 
I'he throe ad- 
ditional members from each power did 
not attend, as full meetings of the 
membersliip of twenty-five are to be 
asseml)led only when subjects of es- 
pecial importance are under consider- 
ation. 


'i'here are about 
twenty-five days 
remaining of tho time ihvrt Pre'sident 
Wilson 
has allotted 
to himself 
for 
work 
in France before leaving for 
home. 


The question is whether in this com- 
paratively short time, ho can 
bring 
the nations together in an agreement. 
Many of the president's closest ad- 
visers are 
reasonably 
convinced 
he 
can do, so. 


They base their opinion on what ap- 
pears to he spontaneous developments 
on expressions indicating 
adherence 
to the league plaij by Great Britain, 
France and Italy and on the assump- 
tion that, being virtually agreed upon

The ultimate success of ti home gar- 
den depends largely upon the inter- 
est of the gardener being inahitalned 
throughout the s<>ason. Many persons 
have gotten the Idea that when the 
garden is planted and cultivated two 
or three times their work has ended, 
and as a result the garden soon goes 
to weeds or is destroyed by insects and 
diseases. The successful gardener, de- 
clare 
the specialists of the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
the one who wages a continuous light 
against 
the enemies of tho 
garden 
from the very start, never shirking his 
duty and being everlastingly on the 
job. 


A crop of weeds can be destroyed in 
51 few moments by means of a steel 
rake or a hoe, If it is used when the 
weeds are just coming through 
the 
ground. 
If allowed 
to remain, 
tlie 
weeds become 
firmly 
rooted 
and 
a 
thorough renovation of the garden Is 
necessary to rid it of them. 


Seem Innocent, but They're Not. 
A few old-fashioned hardshell potato 
hugs may not appear to do any great 
harm, but the crop of soft-shelled bee- 
tles they produce will eat the leaves 
from the potato vines almost before 
you know they are present. 
A few 
spores of some mildew or other dis- 
ease may not do any great amount of 
damage, hut if the weather is favor- 
able for the spread of tlie disease, it 
will soon cause the loss of the entire 
crop. 


The old adage of "A stitch in time 
saves nine" applies with double force 
to the care of the garden. Keep up 
interest in the garden and make suc- 
cessive plantings of various crops, so 
that a continuous supply of vegetables 
may he provided for the table. There 
is nothing gained by having the land 
lie idle, and it is easier to keep it clean 
if there is a paying crop upcm it. 
"Seedy" Gardens Shov^i Neglect. 
Too often gardens N\ith a "seedy" 
appearance are seen in the middle of 
the summer. The brush on which the 
peas were grown or the wire trellis on 
which they were trained is left with 
the remains of the crop upon it, and 
general unslghtliness rules the entire 
j)lot. It is a little more trouble to keep 
things neat and attractive, but it pays 
in the long r u n ; and if you as a gar- 
dener want to maintain a reputation

nt a reusonahlo flcure, department of 
agriculture 
ollicials 
advocate

greater attention be given hy growers, 
especially in tho northern states, to

They holieve that every grower would 
dorlVo benefits from giving special at- 
tention to the removal of all plants Hot 
true to variety» as well as all dls- 
oased, weak, or abnormal plants from 
a suificient number of rows in his field 
to provide an ample supply from the 
remaining plants to plant tho acroage 
desired the following year. 
For oxami^le: 
K the custom is to 
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Digging Potatoes on Coiorndo Ranch. 


plant 20 acres to potatoes, it would be 
necessary, to obtain an ample seed 
stock, to weed undesirable plants from 
at least two acres. 
Time required for 
this work would be comparatively lit- 
tle. 


If a large percentage of off-typo or 
diseased plants are found to e::lst in a 
field, tubers from It should not be re- 
tained for seed purposes unless a bet- 
ter source of seed supply is not avail- 
able. 
In that case most careful and 
painstaking roguing to eliminate, so 
far as practicable, all mixtures and 
ail diseased 
plar.ts 
should 
be 
con- 
ducted. 
It will take a larger acreatre 
to supply the necessary seed than will 
be the case ^Yhere the stock is relative- 
ly pure and disease-free. 


All progressive growers will favor 
the home-seed plot plan, which they 
say is a *'simple and comparatively in- 
expensive method 
of 
improving 
the 
quality of the seed stock." and will 
materially assist in increasing the acre 
yield of the crop, thereby 
lessening 


production cost.

Keep the Garden Growina Through 


the Summer. 


for a good garden, the necessary atten- 
tion will have to be given to its neat- 
ness and general appearance. 


In sections where the weather be- 
comes extremely hot in summer and 
it is not possible to keep garden crops 
growing, tho land should be cleaned, 
replowed and kept stirred from time to 
time until conditions tfre suitable for 
the planting of fall vegetables. Under 
ordinary conditions it is best to have 
some crop growing on the soil, and if 
the period between the early spring 
vegetables and the fall vegetables is 
sufficient, a crop of cowpeas should 
be grown upon the garden land. This 
will shade the soil and prevent tlie 
sun burning the organic matter out of 
It, and at the same time will actually 
odd fertility to the soil, 


PARTIAL SHADE FOR BERRIES 


ThI« Sometimes Can Be Provided by 
Planting Between Fruit Trees 
in Orchard, 


Currants and gooseberries commonly 
ttd better, especially IN the southern 
limits of their range, if grown where 
there Is partial shade. This sometimes 
can be provided by planting them be- 
tween fruit trees. 
Raspberries and 
blackberries are sometimes planted be- 
tween trees: hut the practice Is not 
advlsaljle unless the soil is nutural/v 
uioiBt and furiUe. 


Lime injures none of our common 
crops, but it appears to do no good 
directly to corn, millet, rye, carrots, 
buckwheat or potatoes. 
But lime im- 
proves timothy, oats, wheat, barley, 
peas, cabbage, onions, beets, cucum- 
bers, clovers and alfalfa. 


CUTWORM COWARDLY RASCAL

feive the Americans fullest credit for 
their foresight In launching the move- 
ment for a league of Red Cross so- 
cletiet, 
• 


Per the plan is launched. 
The In- 
ternational organization was begun at 
a series of conferences held in 
the 
Hotel 
Reglna—headquarters 
of 
the 
American Red Cross In France, with 
delegates of the French, English. Ital- 
ian and Japanese Red Cross societies 
co-operating with the Americans on the 
] 
igrand strategy of the campaign, which 
'In its conceptions and 
alms 
is 
the 
Igreatest force that has yet been sug- 
gested for the alleviation of miseries 
that are the burden of the human race. 


The outstanding enemies of human 
happiness everywhere, the Red Cross 
experts have come to believe, are first 
of all the more malignant 
diseases: 
Tuberculosis, malaria, typhus or spot- 
ted fever, to say nothing of influenza 
and venereal diseases. 


If these maladies are to be fought 
Buccessfully, it means that 
contribu- 
tory causes such as poor housing con- 
ditions, unsanitary cities, neglect of 
child 
welfare 
movements, 
and 
in- 
efficient public 
health 
organizations 
must be corrected and eradicated. 


Consequently, when 
the 
first 
big 
gathering of Avorld famous experts was 
held at Cannes. France, recently to for- 
mulate a program for the league of 
Red Cross societies, these fundamental 
Bubjects were given a most thorough 
consideration and the opinions of the 
experts were co-ordinated on the main 
features of the forthcoming crusade. 


Some of the best scientific talent in 
the world was brought together for the 
Cannes conference. 
Out of the series 
of meetings some concrete plans de- 
veloped that will form the foundation 
for the future work of the Red Cross 
societies of the world. 
. One of the main thoughts expressed 
by Mr. Davidson, and approved by otii- 
er promoters of the plan, was the idea 
that no Red Cross society will in any 
measure lose its identity in support- 
ing and co-ordinating its efforts with 
the league of Red Cross societies. 
Nor 
will the national Red Cross organiza- 
tions seek to usurp the functions of the 
various agencies already in existence 
working for the prevention of disease 
nnd for the betterment of humanity. 
Ruthvr will the organizations, like the 
American Red Cross for example, en- 
courage and co-operate with 
Institu- 
tions like the United 
States 
public 
Ihealth service, the Rockefeller founda- 
tion, and other similar organizations, 
In the general fight against disease. 


One of the important decisions of 
the Cannes conference was an agree- 
ment on the campaign plans for curb- 
ing the ravages of tuberculosis, which 
has become more prevalent in Europe 
Binco the M'ar on account of the low 
nutrition value of tlie diet of the peo- 
ple, and because of tin 
general fuel 
Bhortago and the shoddy clothing that 
come Into use as a result of the short- 
itge In raw materials due to restricted 
Importations of wool and cotton. While 
tlie Bupropean populations 
gi.'nera!ly 
tfulTered from the cold of winter In flre- 
less houses, their clothes were less 
warm, and their diet was Jesi) lieating 
than in the pre-war days. 
These con* 


ditlons, 
even 
in the countries 
like 
France 
and 
England, 
were 
serious. 
And in the 
neutral 
countries 
like 
Holland 
and 
Denmark, 
where 
the 
blockade was tightly maintained con- 
ditions became very dlfilcult. 
In the 
countries like Serbia. Poland and Uou- 
manla the general destitution became 
pitiable. 


First of all, 
the 
campaign 
plans 
against tuberculosis contemplate 
the 
erection of dispensaries on an adequate 
scale furnished with laboratories and 
appropriate equipment and affording 
provision for early diagnosis by expert 
physicians. 
Especially trained nurses 
are to be attached to the dispensaries 
charged with the assignment of visiting 
ihe homes of 
tuberculosis 
sufferers, 
where the necessary care, treatment, 
Instruction and advice can be given 
to men, women and children so far 
gone with the scourge that they are 
unable to visit the dispensary. 


The second clause of the 
concise 
campaign 
plans against 
tuberculosis 
recômmends a system of regular In- 
spections in the schools, where chil- 
dren In the early stages of consumption 
can be found, thereby making possible 
the removal of the afillcted boys and 
girls who by their presence among the 
healthy youngsters endanger the health 
of whole communities. 


For the advanced and hopeless cases 
of consumption the creation of an ade- 
quate hospital system is suggested. 


For cases where a cure is possible, 
a system 
of »sanatoriums 
is 
recom- 
mended. 


That a campaign of popular educa- 
tion should in the meantime be car- 
ried on for the benefit of the general 
public. Is deemed essential to the plan. 
In this campaign widespread publicity 
would bo given 
to 
the 
causes 
and 
means of preventing tuberculosis—ev- 
ery 
suitahio 
publicity 
agency 
being 
utilized for the purpose. 


The antl-tuberculosis crusade is link- 
ed closely M'ith the impi'ovement of 
the general living and working condi- 
tions of tlie people çverywhere. 
It in- 
volves the problems of housing, nu- 
trition, and alcoholism. 
So that tho 
section of the league of Red Cross so- 
cieties combating tuberculosis must of 
necessity depend on and work In har- 
mony with other departments directly 
Interested in better housing conditions 
nnd \he other movements calculated to 
Improve Ilvjng conditions. 


Impure milk may be the means of 
transmitting 
tuberculosis 
germs. 
Therefore 
the 
Red 
Cross 
crusade 
as?alnst consumption includes a recom- 
mendation for the Institution of appro- 
priate measures 
for preventing 
the 
buying and selling of dirty milk. 


Naturally the open-air school for tu- 
bercular children is commendcd 
and 
emplmsis Is put on the need of extend- 
ing the open-air plan wherever possible 
for 
barracks, 
asylums, 
orphanages, 
workhouses, and prisons. 


Thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren, only slightly affected with con- 
sumption, are better citizens If they 
can work at jobs that do not act as 
a barrier to recovery. 
These jobs, 
however, do not exist in sufficient num- 
bers to fill the needs of a world that 
Is filled with an Increasing number of 
tubercular people. 
Therefore it will 
become a spct al task of the Red Cross 
people to encourage individuals 
and 
organizations to greater efforts in solv- 
ing this important problem—the crea- 
tion of industries particularly adapted 
to the employment of consumptives. 


Farm 
colonies connected 
with 
the 
sunatoriums are suggested as a partial 
solution of the problem. 
Under such 
a plan the workers would have the ad- 
vantage of being under the supervision 
of expert doctors, who could be relied 
on to see that the right balance of 
work and recreation and treatment was 
maintained. 
At the present time farm 
colonies are in particular favor as a 
means of aíTordIng employment to peo- 
ple with very light cases. 


Tlmt quackery in the treatment of 
consumption must be stamped out is 
a determined stand taken by the Red 
(^ross. 
The world today is cursed with 
a comparatively small nwmber of so- 
called doctoi's and with comparatively 
few nostrum factories that sell alleged 
consumption cures. 


One of the essential features of the 
canu>nip:" against consumption is that 
the health experts should have at hand 
an accurate summary of the distribu- 
tion of consumption In every conunu- 
nlty. 
Knowh'dge of this kind is of the 
greatest possible assistance In carry- 
ing on a campaign. 
For the local 
Staffs, such Information 
enables 
the 
community dispensary staff to locate 
the brt-eding giounds of tuberculosis 
and cc-ter Its fight on tiie dang^ous 
sectors.

Exceed Deaths by 74.4 
Per Cent. 


BIRTH RATE 24.6 PER 1,000 


"hcports From Registration Area Show 
Birth of 14,394 Pairs of Twins 
and 155 Sets of Triplets 
in 1917- 


Washington.—In 
the 
birth-registra- 
tion arpa of the United States 1,353,- 
702 infants were born alive In 1917, 
representing a birth rate of 24.6 per 
1,000 population. 


The total, number of deaths in the 
same area was 770,222, or 14.1 per 
1,000. The births exceeded the deaths 
by 74.4 per cent. 
For every state In 
the registration area, for practically 
all the cities and for nearly all the 
counties, 
the 
births 
exceeded 
the 
deaths, in most cases by considerable 
proportions. 
The mortality rate for 
infants under one year of age aver- 
aged 93.8 per 1,000 living births. 


The foregoing are among the f^cts 
brought out by the census 
bureau's 
annual compilation of birth statistics. 


The 
birth-registration 
area, 
estab- 
lished in 1915, has grown rapidly. 
It 
comprised In 1917 the six New Eng- 
land 
states, 
Indiana, 
Kansas, 
Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Michigan 
Washing- 
ton, Wisconsin and the District of Co- 
lumbia, and had an estimated popula- 
tion of 55.000.000, or about 53 per cent 
of the estimated total population of 
the United States in that year. 


The birth rate for the entire birth- 
registration area fell below that for 
1916 by two-tenths of one per 1,000 
population; but the death rate 
was 
less by six-tenths of one per thousand 
than In 1916. 
Thus the excess of the 
birth rate over tiie death rate for 1917, 
which amounted to 10.5 per 1,000, was 
somewhat greater than the correspond-

Government Establishes Techni. 
cal School in Georgia. 


Thorough 
Mechanical 
Instruction 
Made 
Available 
to 
Men 
of Southeast, 


Atlanta, Ga.—Out at Camp Jesup.

ery and tlie clank of metal in the gov-

and Is a part of the American univer- 
sity which is niulntolned overseas for 
the benelit of tho men of the A. R. F, 
It }s now announced that the training 
school will become a permanent part 
of Camp Jebup, the great repair shop.
